It  was 
the  second  time  in  two  years 
that  Paine  has  been  arrested 
for  preaching. 

Following  his  imprisonment 
here  last  month,  Pajne  paid  the 
Jailer  for  the  privilege  of  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  prison  groundS 
where  he  preached  to  any  who 
would  listen.  The  evangelist 
soon  had  such  a  large  congrega¬ 
tion  waiting  to  hear  him  that  his 
persefutors  ^decided  ; ,  Uiat.,,,he 
would  do  less  harm  to  their 
cause  if  set  free. 

For  preaching  in  Woodstock, 
Massachusetts,  last  year,  Paine 
was  arrested  and  imprisoned  at 
Worchester  on  the  charge  of 
“mocking  or  mimicking”  a  min¬ 
ister  of  the  gospel.  He  was  held 
until  May  when  four  Connecti¬ 
cut  ministers  certiifed  that 
Paine  was  qualified  to  preach. 
In  releasing  their  prisoner  au¬ 
thorities  virtually  acknowledg-

Until  two  years  ago  Paine  was 
one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of 
Conijectitcut.  When  The  law 
passed  In  May,  1742;  prohibiting 
the  free  preaching  of  th#  gos¬ 
pel,  his  keen  sense  of  Justice 
was  outraged,  however. 

Refusing  ‘  to  prosecute  the 
law,  Paine  took  down  his 
shingle,  quit  the  courts,  and  set 
out  to  preach  the  gospel  him¬ 
self  in  defiance  of  an  ordinance 
which  he  knew  to  be  unjust.

The  day  some  Puerto  Rlcana  shot  up  the  House  of  Rep- 
rmntativea  in  Washington  five  Congressmen  were  wound¬ 
ed,  pandemonium  broke  loose,  and  in  general  it  was  the 
liveliest  session  in  the  history  of  the  venerable  body. 

After  all  of  the  injured  had  fully  recovered,  members  of 
the  House  recalled  some  humorous  sidelights  to  the  inci¬ 
dent. 

During  the  shooting  one  of  the  southern  members,  run¬ 
ning  out  of  tha  chamber,  was  asked  “Where  are  you  going’” 
"To  »t  my  gun.”  “Where  is  it?”  “In  Alabama." 

One  member  said  he  thought  the  pistol  shots  were  fire¬ 
crackers.  Another  member  answered^  ‘‘Oh  no,  I  knew  it 
wasn’t  firecrackers;  it’s  against  the  House  rules  to  shoot 
firecrackers  in  the  gallery.” 

One  member  of  the  House  (slightly  over  five  feet  tall) 
said,  1  heard  the  shots  ana  started  out  of  the  cloakroom 
into  the  chamber  when  Dr.  Dies  of  Texas  (6’ 3”— weight 
250)  was  coming  out.  He  knocked  me  twenty  feet  I  was 
hurt  worse  than  any  of  those  hit  by  the  bullets.” 

A  newspaperman  (whose  name  Is  withheld  because 
he  IS  allergic  to  t»r  and  feathers)  reports  that  123  weekly 
letters  sent  out  by  members  of  the  House  the  week  follow¬ 
ing  the  shooting  began  as  follows:  “!  w-as  sitting  next  to 
Congressman  Bentley,  who  received  the  worst  wounds  of 
the  five."
